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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Wang clearly teaches a "website/alert 
administrator" including "a target listing of various IM users to associate set of IM users with different type of updates and alerts" Although 
Wang does not teach of IM groups, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to implement groups (as taught by 
Aravamudan) rather than users in his system (see rejection). Wang teaches a list of user addresses willing to receive alerts (see page 5, 
[0064]) . Clearly, one of ordinary skill in the art would agree, not all alerts will go to all users (see page 1 , [0004]-[0005] and page 4, [0058]) 
as the applicant seems to be asserting. Therefore, the teachings of Wang and Aravamudan coupled with knowledge of one of ordinary skill 
in the art, clearly and explicitly teach the claimed invention. 
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
